One to demand restitution from those directors 
who accepted the money voted tliein at the meeting 
of the board of directors; one to investigate all pro- 
jects and decide upon the iM'st nietliiMt for utilizing 
tlie surplus fund on liaiid in tlie association’s treas- 
ury; and one to suggest tlie names of nine sliare- 
jiolders at tlie annual meeting, tliese nine share- 
iiolders to serve as tlie future iMiard of ilireetors. 

It was stipulated in the resolution providing for 
the appointment of a committee to deinanii restitu- 
tion from tlie ilireetors who received and kept tlie

— No Is-tter iiidii-atiou of 
the ilass of racing in the east this .year i-aii 1 m* of- 
fered than the extraordinary i|ualily and i|Uantit.v 
of the entries reeeived b.v Secretarj- A. Mcli. Ear- 
locker for the stakes to In- ran at Saratoga in 
-Xiigiist. 

Not onl.v do tlie.v exeeed the record of former 
years in niimlii-rs, hut they are simpl.v flavored 
with high i-lass and distinction. Imimrtcd liorses 
lire in the lists b.v the dozen nnd none hut the best 
Ilf the home product appear to have been considered. 
The eoliirs of iMTsiiiis and stables will l«- seen wiiieh 
have Is-en absent from Amerii-aii raeiiig for some 
.vears. The war has to he thanked for these eon- 
ditiims in a measure, for had tliere not 1 m*i-ii strife 
abroad tliere would have iM-en few importations. 

It is doubt fill if the colors of tlii- Haras Du 
Gazon (Mrs. H. R. Dnr.vea) would have lieen seen, 
neither would the red and wliite striiM-s of Mr. J. 
E. Widener have Im-i-ii as well represented.

Racing at Maryland Track Next Saturday. 



Baltimore. Md.. March 2S. — Only a few days re- 
main Itefort* the tliorouglibreds xvlll be raeing once 
more in Maryland. Next Saturday Bowie opens its 
gates for a twelve-day meeting wliieh xvill mark 
tlie opening of the rueiiig season of 191»5 in the 
east. 

A big buneb of horses is alre.ady qt the track 
and more are seliediiled to arrive witliin tlie next 
few days. By tlie time opening day rolls around 
between .3(X) and 400 horses will be stabled at 
Bowie, witli 200 mon* at Henning which will be 
available for tlie raeing and will be sent on the 
daily raeing train. 

Witli a iiaekward Mareli. horses trained in tliis 
latitude are not as forward as usual, and for the 
first few days at least the horses wiiieli raced at 
New Orleans ami Havana will liave a sliade tlie 
lK*lter of Hie raeing. New Y’ork liorsenien say tiieir 
strings are all Iiaekward. and it is bardl.v likely 
tliat mueli xvill lie lu*ard from them lH*foro Havre 
lie Grace at least. 

Everything is in readiness for the o|K*ning at 
Bowie and Hie track is in good <*oiiilitioii. Some 
impntvenients have Ik'Cii made in eomieetion xvitli 
tlie working of tlie inutuels, wliieh will eiialile tlie 
spectators to get tlieir money down quicker tlian 
under tlie old system.

AlHiough all (lays are now busy days at Bowie 
more xvork was probably erowd(*d into Saturday 
lK?tweeu sunrise and sunset than on any day this 
season. The toiieli of spring brouglit out the ma- 
jority of tlie tliorouglibreds iiuartered at Prince 
George’s Park and Hie oval resembled a inerry-go- 
rouml for Hie liorses tliat will try for Hie purses 
during tlie twelve days of the meeting. 

'rraiiiers expressed tliemselves us well pleased 
witli tlie sort of w(*atlier now prevailing, and stated 
tliat if it only continues tliey will have tlieir ani- 
mals in tip-top condition by tlie time tlie bugle is 
lilowii at 2:30 o’clock next Saturday afteriKHUi. 

Altliougli practically all tlie tliorouglibreds tliat 
raced at New Orleans and Havana during the winter 
are at tlie track, more from nearby and distant 
points xvill come in during the week, so by E’riday 
all tlie stables will Ik* filled. Like the majority of 
tlie other plants in tlie country lack of quarters 
is one of tlie chief drawbacks.

New York, March 2S. — Judging from Hie twenty 
head of horses in Hie stable of R. T. Wilson, 
the president of the Saratoga As.sociation for the 
Improvement of the Breed of Horses will start 
tills year’s campaign xvith a strong hand. With 
the exception of tliree all are txx-o-year-olds, fix-e 
of them Ixeing imported. Some are from tlie Madden 
farm and seven are sired by Hie good liorse Oliim- 
bala. xvliich xvon so maii.v races for Mr. M’ilson dur- 
ing bis racing (*areer. The genial Tom Healey, wlio 
lias tliem in cliarge, lias done xvliat be could xvitli liis 
material at Belmont Park to fit them for track 
work. Manager Pelz is confident that lie xvill have 
the Belmont Park training track in condition for 
xvorking by the middle of tliis xx-eek, as there lias 
Ik'cii a letup in tin* cold xvcaHi(*r the iiast da.v or 
txvo iind only a sudden cliangc for the xxiirse xvill 
send the liorses back to tlieir slicd xxork again. 

“If xve only bad some decent xx'eatli(*r I xx-oiild 
have lK*en able to tell more alMiiit my horses.” said 
Mr. Healey “As it is, then* they an*, just as you 
s«*e tliem. One tiling I can say. tliey are all 
liealtliy and some of tliem seem to Ik* made of tlie 
right sort of stuff for race horses. But xx*e can never 
tell until they are tri(*d just hoxv they are going to 
tufn out. I have no particular choice so far among 
the txx-o-y(*ar-olds. 'There are five from the other 
side which are mighty xx*ell bred, according to tlie 
records, but tlicy don’t all outlook some of the home 
bred stock. They tuny prove the b(*tter, but that is 
a question yet to Ik* aiisxx*en*d. We shall knoxx’ 
more bout tliem xvlieu tliey elash xvitli each other 
and get mixed up xvith the imported and lionie l)n*d 
material from otlier statdes. M'liat xve xvant just 
noxv is some docent xveatlier, tlie kind tliat makes 
iKitli man and lK*ast appn*ciate life. As soon as xve 
get that and I can get the liorses xx-orking, some 
idea can Ik* gatlierc.d of xvliat to expect from tliis 
butch of youngsters. As for tlie older liorses. they 
an* ready to go on the track at the first break. 
Tartar will go in the handicaps and stakes. Imt 
Montn*sor is only a moderate selling plater, though 
some folks think he is a stake horse. Ormesdale 
will Ik* sent after some of tlie tliree-year-old events. 
He xvas a good sort of a txvo-year-old and lie may 
prove even iK'tter as a three-year-old. It will take 
g(Kid horses to xx'in races this year, much lK*tter than 
it did last year, especially in the txx'o and three- 
year-old divisions. There xvill Ik* a lot of xvliat can 
be termed good tlin*e-year-olds in training and 
tliere being something like a couple of hundred txx'o- 
year-olds from England and France the interest in 
tlie sport will be immeasurably increased. Tlie ri- 
valry lietxveen owners xvlio have imported youngsters 
is noxv great and it xvill lie greater xvhen the time 
comes for racing. I tliink this xvill be Hie greatest 
year this country has ex-er seen for racing, oxving 
to the international interest in the horses. That is 
one tiling tlie xvar lias done for this country — it has 
enabled American oxvners to bn.v English and E'rencli 
liors(*8 xvliich xvould never have seen this country 
but for tlie European strife ”

EPSOM DERBYS OF A HUNDRED YEARS. 

Incidents Attending the Running of the Most 
Famous Race of the World. 

(Ninth Article.) 

Following the dead-heat between St. Gatien and 
Harvester oauie another thrilling Derby finish, in 
■wliieh Melton and Parados were eoncerne<l. The 
latter, with odds of .'! to 1 laid on, had previously 
won the Two Tliousand, though it was only by a 
head that he accounted for Crafton. Paradox was 
by Sterling out of Casuistry, and was purchased 
as a yearling for 450 guitieas. The colt gave Porter 
eonsideralile troitble, l)ut in the autuniu of l.ss4 
he Won a lilgli trial. So impressed was the Duke 
of Westriiitister tliat he gave iJ.tMHt pounds for hint, 
and lie went to Newmarket strongly fancied to win 
the .Middle Park Plate. He squandered ids provi- 
dences at the start, liowever, Imt a fortnight later 
he carried off the Dewhurst Plate in the colors of 
.Mr. Broderick-Cloete, who liad secured him in the 
Interim. .Melton belonged to Lord Hastings, by whom 
iie was bred. .Melton was a promising yearling, and 
expectations were justified in his two-year-old sea- 
son, during which his only defeat was sustained in 
the July Slakes, in wliich he ran second to Lu- 
minary. 

Kreil .\rcber had ridden Paradox in the Two 

Thousand, but “The Tinman'’ had the handling of 

.Melton in the Derhy, Webb being on the back <if 

.Sterling's sou. The running was made by Royal 

1 lauiptou. owned by Sir (then Mr.) Hlundell Maple, 
who at the I'eriod was racing as -Mr. ••ChildwicK.’’ 
Melton was nearer last than first. When a half 
mile had been coverisl Paradox was lying third, 
but descending the hill .Melton began to improve 
his jiosition. After reaching the straight Xain- 
irailles led from Ibsl Ruin, with Paradox third and 
Melton in a handy position. Three furlongs from 
home Paradox held a decided lead, but Archer, 
who, of course, was well aware of the Two Tliou- 
sand winner’s cajiabilities and eccentricities, had 
the position well guaged. He was aware of the 
fact that Paradox was averse to making the run- 
ning, and his idea was to keep as far away as he 
reasonably could so long as possible. 'Ihe specta- 
tors, however, did not appreciate the situation, 
and were tinder Hie impression that Melton — which, 
by the way, was favorite— was engaged in a hope- 
less pursuit. 

Archer knew what he was about, however, and, 
liming the imsition to a nicet.v, challenged when lim 
winning post was in sight. Melton drew level with 
Paradox a hundred and fifty yards from the judges 
box and from thence to the end the pair were en- 
gaged in a stirring struggle. Fifty yards from 
home it looked odds on the Two Thousand hero, 
and a few strides from the post he still looked like 
winning. Arclier gave his mount one or two remind- 
ers that serious business was on hand and the colt, 
responding gamely, got up in the last moment and 
won by a liead. Archer had ridden many great 
finishes it is almost needless to sa.v. but never 
grealer than in this instance, and the famous rider 
was accorded a tremendous ovation. Melton’s next 
aiuiearance was in tlie St. Leger, which he won in 
a canter from Isobar, while the owner of Paradox 
received some compensation for his Epsom failure 
when the colt won the Grand Prix <le Paris, in 
which race Archer renewed association with the 
colt. 

This brings us to the year of the mighty Or- 
monde. So much has been written concerning thi.s 
world-famed son of Bend Or and Lily Agnes that 
it is almost impossible to strike out on a new 
line Thus one can do no better than nnote from 
the pages of “Kingsclere,” written by the horse s 
trainer in collaboration with .Mr. Bryon Weblier. 
Herein it is stated: "From the moment he came 

into Porter’s hands the trainer was convinced that 
the son of Pamd Or was a great horse. He was a 
)im» fre<% tireless mover; he went to work in his 
gall’ops as though he liked it: he was gentle to 
handle, and did unfailing justice to the contents 
of his manger. In short, although be was allowed 
i,» on in liis <»wn nutural way, not ugidj? 

lorccd or hurried in the least, he gave the trainer 
no trouble whatever. .\s to his Inung tried, a 
few words in reference to his stable companion 
will throw some light on that question, 'riiis was 
Kendal (foaled the same year as Ormonde), b.v 
Bend Or out of tVindennere. He had a short but 
brilliant turf career, which commenced at Caster 
in 1SS.5, with the winning of the Mastyn I late. 
He was second to Saraband in the New Stakes at 
.\scot, with some capable company behind him. 
\fter winning other races he was tried ln_ early 
October with Ormonde, the result being: Kendal, 

•' lUI pounds, 1; Ormonde, 2. 120 pounds. 2; M hip- 
p’er In, (!. i:!4 pounds. :i. Won by a length; same 
distance between second and third. Ormonde. 
iuort*ovor, was anvthiiiff but tit on this occasion, 
but he proved his ability by winning his first rai-e, 
the Post Sweepstakes at Newmarket, easily irom 
yrodwena, which had previously won five races. 

Following this. Ormonde easily lieat Olieron and 
others in the Criterion Stakes, and even more 
easily accounted for ten rivals in the Dewhurst 
Plate, after which he retired for the season. He 
made his reappearance in the Two Thousand, in 
which he was opposed by another celebrity in Muit- 
ing wbich afterwards won the Grand I rix de 
Palis, and the .Tubilee Stakes, in the latter race 
caiTving no less Ih.an 140 isiunds. Minting was fav- 
orite for the first of the classics, at 11 to 10 
against, with Saraband next in demand at 3 to 1 
against, and Ormonde on the 7 to 2 mark. Much 
to llie surprise of Mat Dawson, the trainer of 
Minting, Ormonde won in the easiest fashmu by 
a couple of lengths, and though Mr. R. C. V.viier, 
who owned the favorite, was naturally disappointed, 
he accepted the situation, realizing the futility 
of opiHising the Kingsclere champion at Epsom. 

The elimination of Minting of course robbed the 
premier classic of a deal of its interest, though 
there were possibilities about The Bard, which had 
won sixteen rac<‘S as a juvenile; but odds of '•> to 4 
were laid on Ormonde. A stable companion of the 
favorite, named Coracle, was started to make the 
running for the sou of Bend Or, but the assistanci 
of tlM- pacemaker was never reouireil. '11m raci 
wais ns nutiripatod, u inntvh Ix'twoen OriuoinlG and 
The’Bard, and the pair kept together for the greiiter 
part of the joiirnev. Ormomle had somewhat straig it 
pasterns and there were some among those looking 
on who expected to see liiiii in trouble when the 
liesceiit to 'rattenbaui (hiriier bad to be made. But 
llu- "'I'homases’’ were quite wrong. Ormonde swept 
down the bill in bis own inimitable style and in 
making the turn into the straight gaini'd a couple of 
Icic’lhs on The Bard. The latter raiswl strong 
lioiH'S of an interesting finish by getting on terms 
with the favorite on entering the straight, but it 
was siHiii obvious that the gallant ^little son of 1 e- 
trai'cli was up against a pro[)usition quite beyond 
liiiii Wood had to push bis mount, while Archer 
was able to take matters leisurely. B<*yond the dis- 
laiKX* Ormoiide was asked for his cfTort, and tiie cidt 
s««m put paid to tlu‘ account of his pursuer, who 
followed the leader past the isist a length and a 
half away, though had .\rcher fell so "ilispoged 
the distance i-oiild have U*en materially increasisl 
('oinpared willi the struggle of the previous year, 
this finish was particularly tame, tlioiigh those 
present had the satisfaction of feeling that they 
had wilivessed Ihe triumph of a great horse. Or- 
monde. as almost eviT.vbod.v knows, siibsecpiently 
won the St Leger and other races and retireil from 
the turf luibealen. 'fhal a horse like Minting 
should have been foaled in the same year as Or- 
iiioude was decidedlv unlucky f'T the owner of lie- 
former. If his arrival had only been delayed a 
twelvemonth — but that is another stor.v. 

It is <*xtraonlinury how 1ho stiimlara in tho inatiGr 
<.f the thoroughbred varies from year to year. The 
last Derby di-alt with in this series was that won 
by Ormonde, which bad as coiitenii«.raries .Minting 
and 'I’he Bard. «‘i(lier of which would hav<“ been con- 
fident Iv siipporteil to win nine races out of ten. 
A vea'r later there was one of the most moderate 
fields in the annals of the race, 'fliis was Merry 
ilamplon’s year. Merr.v Hampton took the laiicy of 
Mr. ••-Vbington’’ when put up for sale at Doncaster, 
aiiil as that sportsman was not lacking in this 
world's goods, he was able to gratif.v his ambition 
1o become possessed of the son of Hamptoii and 
D<dl Tearslnsd. the price paid iM'ing ::,l(i() guineas 

Merry Hampton was placed under the care of 
W. G. Stevens at Compton, but shortly before the 
lipsviin .Siiinnier meeting was sent to Gurry s estab- 
lishment at Newmarket. He had not been seen out 
in his second se.ason. As a matter of fact, his 
first race was the great Epsom event. The favorite 
was a colt iiained The Baron, which, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he had won four races as a two- 
year-old, and the Craven Stakes as a three-year- 
old, was really a moderate animal, though he held 
an unbeaten reconl when he faced the starter at 
Epsom. 

'There were eleven ninners all told for the Derby, 
and these kept well together until Tattenhnm Corner 
had been negotiated. .Vfter Eiridsiiord and Blanch- 
land. which had held prominent iKisitions at one 
juncture, liad dropjied out. Merry Hampton was 
simt to the front, and though The Baron did his 
best to get on terms, he was never in the picture, 
and .Tohn Watts’ mount i.assed the winning post four 
lengths in front of the favorite, with Marthy, 
which was merelv a handicapper, third. There was 
nothing ulmiit this Derby to call forth an.v great en- 
liiiisiasm. the spectators generally recognizing that 
they were witnessing a race among mcsliocrities. 

Both Merry Hamilton and The Baron subsequently 
ran in the Grand I’rix de Baris, in which 'The Baron 
turned the tables on the Derby winner, but found 
more than his mutch in 'renehrense. ridden by .lames 
WcMidhtirn. who is still to lie met at Newmarket. 
Merry Hamptnu himself ran badly, but did lietter 
at Doncaster in the autumn, running second in the 
St. Leger to Kilwarlin. The latter was left, but 
with the pace m> poor at the outset he was ikk« 



with his rivals. I.ate In the race Merry Hampton 
got shut in. but for which he might have carried 
off the spoils.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

From Washington yesterday a dispatch says; 
By a vote of 373 to 1 the house today passed an 
army deficiency bill carrying $8,600,000 to cover 
the cost of the Mexican expedition. It will enable 
the war department to recruit the army up to full 
strength and to buy aeroplanes, motor trucks and 
other equipment. The vote is taken as an indorse- 
ment by the house of the Mexican expedition. Rep- 
resentative London of New York cast the negative 
vote. A memorandum to Gen. Carranza pressing 
for an immediate reply to the request for permis- 
sion to use Mexican railroads in supplying Ameri- 
•an troops in pursuit of Vill.s was prepared today 
It the state department. It will be forwarded to 
(Jneretaro probabl.v late today and be delivered b.v 
Siiecinl Representative Rodgers to Gen. Carranza 
and Gen. Obregon. The memorandum imints out 
that the problem of supplying troops now more 
than 200 miles from the border is a pressing one 
and need not lie delayed for the protocol covering 
the general subject. Gen. Carranza’s suggestion 
as to mralification and additions to the draft of the 
protocol are still under consideration in the state 
department. .\s considerable time may lie required 
to bring the agreement into final form, the Ameri- 
can government will urge that the immediate ques- 
tion of the use of the Mexican Northwestern lines 
lie considered separately and at once. A dozen 
Indian chiefs from Arizona are to be enlisted as 
guides and scouts for the American columns in 
Mexico. Maj. Gen. Fitnston asked for the services 
of the warriors and Maj. Gen. Scott, chief of 
staff, today authorized their employment. The In- 
dian chiefs not onl.v are familiar with the Mexican 
country through which the .\merican troops are 
pursuing Villa and his bandits, but long ago demon- 
strated their mastery of the art of guerrilla war- 
fare to the troops they now will aid. State de- 
partment advices from all parts of Mexico gave re- 
newed evidence of quiet acquiescence in the pur- 
suit of Villa by American troops. The governor of 
Cliihiialiua has issued a proclamation setting forth 
the good relations with the I'nited States and ex- 
plaining the American expedition after the bandits. 
It urges that no uneasiness be felt by the 5Iexicans 
as to the good faith of the United States, and 
counsels loyalty to the Carranza government. Lat- 
est official reports at hand indicate that Gen. Persh- 
ing’s advance base is in the region of El Valle, 
and that Villa, who is reiiorted to have got through 
the network of Carranza troops, is far to the 
southward.” 

From Ixindon a dispatch of yesterday says; 
The British infantry stormed today and took 
first and second line German tnmehes along a front 
of 600 yards at St. Eloi. This morning after ex- 
ploding mines, infantry of the Northumberland Fu- 
sileers and Royal Fusileers assaulted the German 
salient at St. Eloi suci-essfully, taking first and 
second line trenches on a front of some (MX) yards. 
Heavy casualties are known to have been caused to 
the enemy. Two officers and l(i8 men were taken 
prisoner. The artillery activity today has been 
mainly confined to the neighborhood of Angres. 
tViilvergham, St. Eloi and AVciltje. Last night and 
today there has been much mining activity. At La 
Boiselle we successfully exploded a mine. Soutii 
of Neuville-St. Vaast and near the Hohenzollcrn 
ri'donbt there has been crater fighting, in which 
we were successful. Opposite Hulliich the enemy 
exploded mines last night, damaging oiir trenches 
and causing some casualties. IVe are established 
on the crater formed by the explosion. 

Herst von der Gc.ltz. alias Bridgman Taylor, who 
is said to have been sentenced to death in England 
as a spy, arrived at New York yesterday on the 
steamship Finland from Liverpool to give evidence 
to the government concerning alleged conspiracies 
to iirovide German warships at s(*a with coal and 
lirovisions. He was brought by two detectives from 
Scotland Yard, who handed him over to federal 
agents Charles J. Scull.v and Albert J. Adair. Ac- 
cording to the Scotland Yard men Von der Goltz 
was a iirisoner for some time in the Tower of Ixm- 
don, awaiting execution, but was promised that his 
life would be spared if he would come to this 
coiintr.v and tell this government what he knew 
concerning the alleged conspiracies to commit un- 
I'.eutral acts. After giving his testimony he is to 
be sent to South America. Von der Goltz also fig- 
ured in the ex|>osure of German activities which 
preceded the recall of Capt. Boy-Ed, the German 
naval attache, in this country, and C.ipt. Franz 
von Papeii, military attache. 

Grave strikes among the machinists at Clyde are 
holding up the manufacture of big guns, Christo- 
pher Addison, under secretary for munitions, in- 
formed the house of commons yesterday afternoon. 
The strikes were inaugurated for the purpose of 
forcing the government to repeal the conscription 
act and other measures. Addison said. Six of the 
agitators have lieen removed from the factories and 
the government is considering punishing them and 
taking sharp ineastires to meet the situation. The 
munition works at Clyde have been hotbeds of anti- 
conscription propaganda for several months. On 
one occasion Minister of Munitions Lloyd-George 
was hooted by a crowd at Cl.vde when he urged 
the workers to siieed up the production of muni- 
tions. 

Chicago continues to lead all other cities in re- 
cruiting for the army. Lieutenant Franklin R. 
Kenney, at recruiting headipiarters, .505 South State 
street, said yesterday, though figures on the num- 
ber of applii-ants are not made public. The offici's 
are kept oiien da.v and night, the advertising cam- 
paign is lieing continued and applicants are ap- 
pearing every hour, he said. “The advertising 
campaign has not reached its height yet.” Lieuten- 
ant Kenney said. “It will lie some time li»>fore 
the high jioint will Imve lieen reached, and so 
that we can know that most of those men we 
hoped to reach have come in contact with our 
work.”

Si.x weeks ago the cit.v rendered a bill to 
Peter Reinls-rg, president of the county Isiard, re- 
questing the iia.vinent of the bill. No action was 
taken. 'The cit.v’s bill against the coiint.v includes 
iHiardiiig jirisoiiers at the bridewell, ri'pairs to the 
idd cit.v hall, rent of space in the rotunda of the 
old city hall, water siipidied to the county and 
fees due for death certificates. 

Lieutenant Edgar S. (iorrell of Baltimore, one of 
the aero cor))s, who arrived at Coinmblis, N. il., 
yesterday, with disiiatches from the front, told the 
stor.v of his suffering in the desert in wliieh he was 
lost for sevi-ral days after Is-iiig forced to land 
in an iininhabiteil district in La .\scension coiintr.v. 
Lienteiiant (iorrell also reported that when the 
plane of Lieutenant R. H. Willis, who was also 
reported missing, was rescued tliirt.v-six miles south 
of Casas Graiides, it had Is-en cut into ribbons.

'The 
Austro-Hungarian forces near the Goritz bridgehead 
conqueix'd an entire enemy position before the north 
section of Poiigora heights. Five hundred and 
twenty-five Italians were taken prisoners.
